Bar Hill Allotment Society’s (BHAS) main 
aim is to ensure all 
members get enjoyment and 
satisfaction from their 
allotment plot. The BHAS 
aims to promote gardening 
to residents of Bar Hill, 
wherever possible encouraging 
biodiversity and gardening methods which 
don’t harm the environment.

BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 


After taking a few months off, we thought 
it would be nice for our end-of-the-year 
issue to bring back our column 
about business 1n our 
community. This month we're 
talking to Jon Neale, who lives 
in our village and is the man 
behind Lord Conrad's Brewery 
in Dry Drayton. 


Lottie Beare: So when did you 
first get interested in beer?! 


Jon Neale: A long time ago! I 
first got interested in brewing 
my own beer back when I was 
about 16 - in those days, it was 
particularly hard to get a beer, 
so the solution was to start home-brewing. 
As time went by, my interest in ale grew, 
and my kit grew along with it. It was in 
2007 when it really took off after I 
received some new equipment for my 
birthday. 


I spent a few years home brewing and 


inviting friends around for testing sessions. 


In 2011 I stepped up to the next level and 
moved into a small unit in Dry Drayton to 
brew on a commercial scale, Lord 
Conrad's was born, and I haven't looked 
back since! 


LB: Why Lord Conrad's? 


JN: I wanted to avoid naming it after a 
specific location just in case I moved. So I 
chose to go with a combination of my nick 
name and real name. 


LB: So what does Lord Conrad's produce’? 


JN: I specialise in real ale, bitters, porters 

and pales, which change with the seasons. 

I’ve created over sixty different beers 

according to untappd.com but usually have 

about six different ales on the go at any 
one time. 


I brew over 1,000 pints a week!

LB: That's very exciting! What's your 
biggest seller? 

JN: Tastes change, but at the 
-—«—. moment, pale ale seems to be 
the most popular seller. Brown 
used to be the largest seller, but 
I expect the trend for hoppier 
pales and more expresso-like 
porters to continue! 


LB: What ingredients do you 
use? 


4 JN: Sustainability is at the heart 
of our ingredients at Lord 
Conrad's from local grains to 
wild hops. Ensuring we use 
natural ingredients that support 
local farming methods. Almost all of our 
bottled ales and cask beers are suitable for 
vegans. And we continue to work hard to 
maintain our gold sustainable business 
award, setting new challenges each year. 


All our spent grain is used for animal feed, 
and our wastewater is re-balanced. 


LB: So it's been 10 years since you started 
Lord Conrad's; what do you think of as a 
highlight? 

JN: I'm very proud that the local pub in 
Dry Drayton, the Black Horse, has a 
dedicated Lord Conrad's hand pull. That's 
definitely been one of the highlights. 


I work flexible hours and have the creative 
freedom to produce the ales I want to 
produce. This freedom allows me to spend 
time with my young family and gives me 
lots of contact with so many locals! 


LB: Where next for Lord Conrad's? 


JN: Christmas 2021 is here! We'll have 
our special opening days when we sell 
directly to the public from our brewery 
(18-24th Dec). Hopefully, next year in 
2022 we can resume our brewery tours and 
start supplying festivals again!

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLOR’S REPORT 


Al4 Legacy - Derelict Buildings 

As residents know adjacent to the Al4 
there is National Highways-owned land 
including a former garage, burger king, 
and hotel, now derelict and not well 
protected from intruders. Several local 
residents have raised concerns about 
rubbish and the fact people are getting into 
the site which could be dangerous. But 
mostly they are concerned there is no 
progress or plan for the future. 


NH 1s trying to dispose of the land. It’s a 
challenge — whoever buys it will need to 
invest heavily including creating an access 
road. It seems they are not having much 
luck in finding buyers. They are currently 
considering what uses they might put the 
site too but warn it could be a long process. 


It’s unacceptable that NH 1s able to leave 
this land in the state it’s in and not bother 
to engage with local residents about how it 
will be used in future. I have been 
frustrated by the complacent attitudes of all 
concerned and the way no-one has 
prioritised this or considered Bar Hill 
whatsoever. Local residents want a say in 
how the land is used — and to be kept 
informed on progress. In the meantime the 
land needs to be made safe. 


Recent County Council Decisions 
20mph: the Highways Committee has 
agreed to revisit the Council’s policy and 
will bring forward more detailed policy 
proposals in December. The intention 1s to 
make it easier to reduce speed limits. This 
has potential to support aspirations to 
manage speed reduction in a more holistic 
rather than piecemeal way 


Disadvantaged Children: the Council 
voted to create a fund to support children 


of families who have been particularly 
affected by the recent Budget which made 
changes to Universal Credit. The fund will 
help with access to education and sport and 
other ways to enhance life chances 


Enhanced Response Area — this will 
provide additional funding for the area to 
deliver more vaccinations and boosters as 
well as encouraging employers to adopt 
measures such as mask-wearing to help 
tackle the high levels of infection and 
protect the NHS from dangerous levels of 
demand. 


Bus timetables — Stagecoach update 
Following residents’ difficulties I have 
followed up with Stagecoach who make 
the following key points: 


- Citi 5 reduced 90% in response to 
demand, it's difficult to tempt people back 


- Recently passenger numbers have ticked 
up, now they are about 65% of pre-covid 
levels. Most routes are not commercially 
viable and are being run with government 
and local authority support 


- Shortage of drivers recently and higher 
levels off sick than usual. Over 90% of 
services have run, but not 100% 


- No plans to remove routes but future 
operating plans may require a review 


- Citi 5 will continue with 30 minute 
frequency for the foreseeable future 


- Stagecoach are reviewing journey times 
there is still some work to do on the 5 route 


- Realtime stop information, there is an 
error with the system, but services are 
running.Consult timetable on website for 
active service information 


- Driving around the village twice 1s being 
reviewed

New path for Bar Hill Village Green 

Over the next few weeks, you will see 
work being prepared and then carried out 
to lay a new path around the Village 
Green. This will link the existing pathways 
onto the Village Green from near the 
Church, the entrance to the school playing 
field and the Village Hall, forming a new 
loop around the Village Green and 
improving access for all.

The red line shows where the existing, 
damaged asphalt path will be replaced. 
The yellow line shows the approximate 
route of the new path. The surface will be 
finished with self-binding gravel as shown 
in the bottom right of the plan. At the time 
of writing, we do not have a confirmed 
date for the start of the works, and we have 
been advised that we may only have one to 
two weeks' notice. We will update the 
Parish Council website with relevant dates 
as soon as we are notified. 


The new pathway is being paid for 1n full 
as an Al4 legacy project by Highways 
England resulting from an application for 
funds by the Parish Council in 2019. With 
a specified budget of £26,000, the path 
was felt to be the best option to bring the 
widest benefit to the most residents in Bar 
Hill. The Parish Council hope that you will 
enjoy using this helpful addition to the 
Village Green amenities and thank you for 
your understanding while the work 1s 
being carried out. 


The Parish Council was sorry to receive 
Kevin Potts' resignation as a councillor 
last month and would like to say a big 
thank you to Kevin for his valued 
contribution to the community. 


The Parish Council currently has four 
vacancies and would really like to hear 
from you if you would like to 
meaningfully contribute to the decisions 
the Council take on behalf of the village. 


The Parish Council is a separate legal, 
corporate entity and 1s the link between 
residents and other tiers of local 
government. As well as actively pursuing 
local issues, the Council also manages the 
Village Green, the play areas and the 
maintenance of our green spaces. This 
takes time and commitment from 
councillors to get work done. Councillors 
are elected on a four-year term. The next 
election 1s in May 2022 so being co-opted 
now would be a useful way to see if you 
enjoy being a councillor before the next 
election. If you have some time to spare 
and would like to apply, please contact the 
Clerk for an information pack.

5 - When you get to the roundabout at the 
top of the hill, you need to cross to the far 
side of the Madingley Road where there 1s 
a cycle path. You can dismount and cross 
over at the crossing, or you can ride round 
the roundabout. If you ride, you'll need to 
take the second exit towards Hardwick, 
and then make a U-turn back onto the 
cycle path at the first ramp in about 20m. 


6 - Ride down the hill towards Cambridge. 
Near the bottom of the hill, cross over the 
road to Coton, then continue about 50m 
past the layby to the crossing island. It’s 
best to dismount and push the bike across 


the road to the cycle path on the north side.

Cambridge, over the M11 bridge and past 
the Park & Ride. There’s a light-controlled 
crossing here.

Air quality monitoring 

Air quality in South Cambridgeshire 1s 
generally good, with low pollution levels. 
However, it remains important to monitor 


air quality and improve it wherever 
possible, because polluted air is the biggest 
environmental threat to health in the UK. 
The main factors impacting air quality in 
our district are major roads and solid-fuel 
burning appliances. We have bought three 
compact Zephyr air pollution sensors to 
measure pollutants in real time, to carry 
out short-term monitoring (alongside our 
existing monitoring network). If you have
